FRED FUNK, Tacideenier: in the ebaetneat of 
Exhibits, began his career with a ten-month corres- 
pondence course for which he enrolled at the age of 
twelve, shortly thereafter producing a mounted 
pigeon followed by ducks, squirrels, rabbits, badgers 
and raccoons. From Hoisington, Kansas, where he 
was born, he proceeded to Bethany Nazarene Col- 
lege in Oklahoma and then to the University of 
Idaho at Moscow. At Bethany he prepared a small 
synoptic display of birds and at Idaho created small 


dioramas of mammals for public exhibition. On the 
side he was doing commercial taxidermy for indi- 


viduals — something he still does to this day. 
“Having received his B.S. in Zoology in 3 anuary 
1968, he became a Biglogical preparator for the

Nevada State: Museum in Carson City, collecting 
and preparing vertebrate animals both for research 
and public exhibition. During this period: he authored 


and illustrated a book, “Field Guide to the Sparrows 


of Nevada.” He continued at Carson City for two 
and one-half. years and then, when a position became 
available early this year, came to the Academy. 


Fred, as a starter, has been occupied with restor- 


ing and cleaning both large and small dioramas in 
North American Hall — touching up the hair and 


vegetation as needed — and modifying case fronts 


for easier access to the lights. Currently, he is finish- 


ing up one of four projected interpretive exhibits of 
North American mammals. 


He is married and is the father of four small chil- 
dren. His spare time finds him. actively involved in 
church work.
